Cold Season Failed To 
Put Florida Low As 
Big Citrus Producer 


Gainesville, Fla. — Florida 
leads the world in grapefruit 
production, and is responsible 
for about a third of the world’s 
supply of oranges, tangerines 
and grapefruit, according to a 
tabulation by Zach Savage econ- 
omist with the Florida Agri- 
cultural Experiment Stations. 

Florida produced 69 percent 
of the world supply of grape- 
fruit last season and 76 percent 
the previous year. Other states 
of the United States brought the 
total U. S. production of grape- 
fruit up to 90 percent of the 
world supply last season. 

During the 1957-58 season low 
temperatures reduced Florida's 
production of citrus, but Mr. 
Savange says this state account- 
ed for 31 percent of the world 
supply of oranges, grapefruit, 
and tangerines last year. In se- 
veral prior seasons Florida pro- 
duced 34 percent of the world 
supply of these fruits. 

Thé Mediterranean area, in- 
cluding Italy, Spain, Israel and 
North Africa, ranks second in 
world citrus production. Other 
areas in which citrus fruit is 
produced commercially are Aus- 
tralia, Formosa, Japan, South 
Africa and South America. 
Florida's production of oranges 
and grapefruit has increased 
tremendously since the 1935-40 
period when it accounted for 38 
percent of the U. S. Crop. In 
the 1949-54 period the figure 
was 64 percent and for the past 
season it was up to 74 percent.
